Temporary Subsidy. 

The President has given his ap- 
proval to the Lasker plan which con- 
templates putiing the American 
merchant marine on a paying basis 
in a short time by means of a tem- 
porary subsidy. It means that in- 
stead of a permanent subsidy, the 
plan when worked out will within 
ten years make it possible for Amer- 
ican ships to operate without direct 
aid. The plan looks toward the 
stimulation of the American mer- 
chant marine rather than to perma- 
nent bounties. 

The President has already ap- 
proved the deep waterways project 
whereby the Great Lakes will be 
closer to the ocean-going trade and 
get the direct benefit of an increased 
merchant marine. This is expected 
to insure the support of the agricul- 
tural Middle West, which has hith- 
erto been lukewarm to subsidy pro- 
grams. The subject will be a non- 
partisan one as leading Democrats, 
like Senator Ransdell of Loutsiana, 
and other members of Congress from 
Southern States with ocean ports, 
will be vitally interested in the suc- 
cess of the program. 

Indirect Aid System. 

Briefly, the system of indirect aid 
contemplates an amendment to ex- 
isting law whereby traffic to and 
from the Philippines shall be consid- 
ered as ‘“coastwise”’ trade. Only 
American ships can ply in coastwise 
trade and the inclusion of the Philip- 
pines in coastwise trade will materi- 
ally help American ships plying 
through the Panama Canal and from 
Pacific ports to the Philippines. Sim- 
ilarly, it is intended to give Amer- 


ican ships the business hitherto done 
by the army transport service. Also, | 
it will be provided by law that at | 
least 50 per cent of the immigrants | 
coming to the United States shall 
travel in American ships. 

These three systems of indirect aid 
will in many cases bring in enough 
revenue to enable private American 
ship companies to operate at a profit 
without any further Government aid. 
The hope is that eventually all ship- 
ping concerns will be able to get 
along with indirect aid. 

Support Until Ships Pay. 

The Government’s plan contem- 
plates a system of automatic diminu- 
tion of direct aid as soon as revenue 
from the indirect aid approximates a 
percentage of profit. In other 
words, when shipping companies 
make a profit by one form of Govern- 
ment help, they will not be entitled 
to any direct financial support. Un- 
der.no circumstances can the private 
conte make exorbitant § profits.

Benefits of Federal Aid. 

The Government must sell the 
ships it has, sink them, or operate 
them. The benefits of Government 
aid for a few years are held by the 
administration to be these: 

1. The preservation of an Amerij- 
can merchant marine for use in case 
of war. 

2. A reduced cost to the American 
people on the carrying of their goods 
to foreign ports. 

3. A stimulus to American industry 
by enabling the American producer 
and manufacturer to sell as low in 
other parts of the world as do the 
Europeans and the Japanese. 

Mr. Harding means to make the 
matter of a subsidy a major part of 
his administration. He has been 
gratified lately to learn that the new 
Shipping Board has at least gotten 
the loss under control. For months 
the expenses of keeping the ships 
were growing like a fire. The. Hpuse 
Appropriations Committee no is 
satisfied that within this year the loss 
will be reduced to a minimum. 

Broadly speaking, it is estimated 
that the temporary subsidy may cost 
the Government about $25,000,000 
for a period of 10 years and that this 


/ sum will be constantly diminished by 


the fact that the private ship con- 
cerns Will gradually nake money out 
of the indirect aids which cost the 
Government nothing except the 
scratch of a presidential pen on an 
act of Congress” giving American 
Ships preference in American trade 
over foreign bottoms.

“Now that the matter of influenza 
has been brought up,” Or. Woodruff 
said, “it would nor be surprising if 
some physicians report cases as in- 
fluenza, which otherwise they would 
report under other designations.” 

Since the beginning of the mu- 
nicipal record year, April 1 last, Dr. 
Woodruff said, 7158 cases of all con- 
tagious diseases have been reported 
to the Health Department, as com- 
pared with 11,866 for the same pe- 
riod of a year before. Last week 178 
contagious disease cases were re- 
ported, and in the four previous 
weeks the weekly number ranged 
from 164 to 193. This is not more 
than have sometimes been reported 
in a day in former years. Dr. Wood- 
ruff said the general use, in the last 
two years, of diphtheria toxin-anti- 
toxin had been a large factor in re- 
ducing the number of contagious 
disease cases.

Business Reorganization Slow. 

Letts, Esthonians and Lithuan- 
ians played a large part- in the 
business life of old Russia.

Many 
of them are highly trained special- 
ists and managers and directors of 
| various enterprises. But they have 
nearly all left disorganized Russia 
'and taken up residence in the new 
| Baltic states. 

Baltic merchants will not re-enter 
‘trade in Russia, for they lack con- 
fidence in the communist govern 
ment. Manufacturers are unwilling 
{to resume their old work under 
| Government concessions. Even 
|property owners, or rather former 
|property owners, are unwilling te 
_take back their apartment houses 
'and hotels under the proposed con 
cession plan. Consequently the new 

econoMic policy is falling far short 
of expectations. 
| Term “Free Trade” Misleading. 

Free domestic trade is not ef 
| tirely free. The term is misleading. 
It is impossible for merchants to 
‘ship goods at will on Russian rail- 
ways. Permits are required for 
each shipment. It is difficult to get 
| these. The pilfering on rail linés is 
extensive. There is no insurance. 

It is largely through the goods 
| carried by hand that, markets in the 
great cities are supplied. Railway 
men carry flour and sugar from the 
Ukraine to eke out an existence. It 
brings a better price in Moscow and 
Petrograd. Meat is also carried te 
the cities by railway employes and 
regular dealers who empioy carriers, 

Lenine’s insistence that the gov- 
ernment must win the confidences 
and support of the intelligent classes 
is generally regarded as a prepara- 
tion for further movements to the 
right in governmental policies as 
soon as it is possible to make them 
without disrupting the communist 
party utterly. ; 

Communist Activities. 

The communist party is rapidly 
becoming a party in the sense that 
the United States and England have 
parties. Its important leaders show 
daily signs of making further con. 
cessions to the hostile majority 
which will have nothing to do with 
communist principles, or half-come 
munist schemes, such as the concesg- 
sion plan of letting factories to old 
owners.

“Yes!” said Mrs. Walter Timme,

| “No!” says Mrs. John Rogers, 
chairman of the advisory counci! of 

the National Woman’s Party. 
“Many women of the League cf 
Women Voters of New York State 
are against the equal rights bil!,” 
Mrs. Walter Timme of 2 West Sixty- 
seventh street said. ‘“We feel that 
/many of the welfare bills and indus- 
‘trial laws for women might be 
jeopardized. Good, stout laws to 
| protect women have been passed, 
and we doubt whether it is time to 
'cry for ‘equal rights.” Women need 
to organize and plan better rights 
| and laws for both sexes.” 
| “How do you think the proposed 
| bill would affect alimony and a 
wife’s share of one-third of her hus- 
band’s estate,” I asked Mrs. Tiinme. 


“We think it would weaken those 
| privileges and in many ways jeopard- 
ize the laws which have been made 
to protect women.” 


But Mrs. John Rogers, chairman 
of the advisory council of the Na- 
|tional Woman's Party, has a ready 
lanswer to all these questions and 
|'plenty of data to prove her points. 

| “Even if a woman did lose her 
'alimony, her equal rights are worth 
‘rhore,” she pointed out with a flour- 
ish of her hand, in her home at 177 
East Seventy-first street.

Rogers 
said, as she exhibited the following 
quoiation from a letter to Miss Paul 
from Frank Walsh, the well known 
student and upholder of industrial 
welfare laws. ‘Upon receipt of your 
inquiry I brought my investigation 
down to date, so that I feel that I 
can give it as my unqualified opinion 
that the passage of your amendment 
would in no way affect welfare legis- 
lation for women, either that which 
‘s upon the statute books at the pres- 
ent time or which may be enacted in 
the future.’ 

“How do you fee! about alimony?” 
I asked Mrs. Rogers. “If the Nation- 
al Woman's party succeeds in getting 
this equal rights bill through would 
a wife who has no’ children have the 
right to demand a certain amvuunt of 
her husband's Salary?" 

“I think she would,” flashed Mrs. 
Rogers. “Of course, I do not mean 
the type of woman who marries a 
man and then in 10 days deserts him. 
but I mean the woman who has lived 
with her husband, say 10 or 12 years 
and helped him save his money. It 
would be the same principle as dis- 
solving a partnership in business. 

“As far as I am concerned,” Mrs. 
Rogers concluded with a’chuckle, “I 
should worry if women had ‘equal 
rights’ and a few ‘privileges’ besides. 
Remember those are not the senti- 
ments of my party, they are person- 
al! But when you consider the priv- 
ileges and rights men have been en- 
joying all these centuries I say give 
us all we can ger.”
